The A-sides’s a good keyboard based song with catchy 
vocals and driving drumming from this iverpool three-piece band, but the 
B-side is a pointless, wandering, stupid sounding love song untypical of 
this promising new Group. Their "Sleeping Gas" was a great song, and "Babies" 
is just as satisfying. Hope they record more soon.When their songs work, 
they sound great. 


The Tear jarkers "Love Affair" is another good release on Irelands' Good 
Vibrations Label, a fresh pop sound with great harmony vocals and an overall —- - - 
sound that can only be described as "bright". This could easily be a hit. 
More obvious than the Undertones as star material. The B-side, "Bus Step", is 
another hot pop song that definitely establishes the Tearjerkers as a band 
to expect good things from.
